ORLEANS LYNCHING.

Baron Fava’s Official Account of His Con- 
troversy With the American Secretary 
of State—He Failed in His Attempt to 
Have the Constitution Changed—Gen- 
eral Foreign News. 


sew YORK, May 22.—The inside history of 
the diplomatic controversy between Italy 
and the United States growing out of the 
lynching at New Orleans is made public to- 
gay. The facts are official, having been 
taken from a copy of the Italian green 
dock, containing documents submitted by 
the Marquis D’Rud@inito the Italian Parlia- 
ment on April 80. The copy of the green 
hook reached this country yesterday, having 
been sent by Baron Favafrom Rome to his 
friend, Prof. Alessandro Olérini, 
secretary of the Italian Home. 
The documents cover a period from the 
lynching in the Parish Prison up to March 23, 
when Baron Fava left Washington for Rome. 
Consul Cortes’ dispatch from New Orleans to 
godin! informing him of the lynching ap- 
rsatthe opening of the book. Next comes 
the dispatch from Fava to the Italian Gov- 
ernment confirming the facts and asking that 
a protest be sent to the United States Gov- 
ernment. 

Then follows Rudini’s replies. One to 
Cortes, advising him to apply to the local au- 
thorities for redress and protection and an- 
other to Fava instructing him to enter formal 
protest. 

In an interview with Fava, which * —— 
spread upon the pages of the book, - 
— Blaine says the United States will not 
receive orders from any foreign government, 
and he will stand by the constituion. Baron 
Fava replied that neither his gov- 
ernment nor any other country would 
se convinced that the internal iaws 
of the United States were an obstacle in the 
way of justice. Mr. Blame reiterated that 
he could not change the constitution and the 
baron said such being the case he was sorry 
t be obliged to tell him that the 
moment had come for Italy to recall its rep- 
resentative He then 
produced a dispatch from Rudini recalling 
him. which Mr. Blaine read,and then said 
eagerly: All right, and we will recall our 
representative from Rome.’’ Baron Fava ex- 
pressed the hope that this would not be done, 
and Mr. Blaine said he would speak tothe 
President and reply to the Baron before 
“inner. This interview occurred March B. 
On the 27th Fava cabled his government that 
Riaine, not having replied as promised, he 
called on him again on the 26th, and Blaine 
complained that he was being hurried ina 
manner contrary to diplomatic usage. 

“TI do not recognize the right of any gov- 
ernment,’’ he continued, to tell the United 
States what it should do. We have never re- 
ceived orders from any foreign powers, and 
vill not begin now. Please inform Marquis 
D’Rucini that the Federal Government cannot 
give the assurance which he requires, and 
that eit is a matter of total indifference to me 
what persons in Italy may think of our insti- 
tutions. I cannot change them, still less vio- 
late them. You assure me 
four Italian subjects have been massacred, 
buf lbave my doubtson that point. still, I 
won't contest their nationality, but while I 
ask for time you want an Official declaration 
onthe spot. Well, Iwill mot do anything of 
the Kind, and you may Go as you please.

Mrurnts, Tenn., May 727.—A heavy failure 
coming close in the wake of the assignment 
of the Davis Shoe Co. at Lynn, Mass., 
Wednesday, followed by the suicide of a 
prominent business man late yesterday af- 
ternoon, shocked this city fromend toend.

The failure ofthe firm was directly due to 
the failure of the Lynn-Davis Shoe Co. The 
Hills Shoe Co. has been floating large 
quantities of paper for the Davis company,

COL. COMPTON’S STATEMENT. 


TESTIMONY IN THE WALLA WALLA LYNCHING 
CASE—MISPLACED CONFIDENCE. 

WALLA WALLA, Wash., May 22.—The fourth 
day of the investigation by the Court of In- 
quiry into the late lynching at Fort Walla 
Walla was sensational in some respects. Col. 
Compton, commandant of the fort, was put 
on the stand. He says he has not received 
justice, either from the press or the people, 
and that it will take twenty yearsto over- 
take the false reports that have gone 
out. The Colonel contradicted the Sheriff 
and Prosecuting Attorney in much of this 
material testimony. He testified there was 
nothing in the manner of the soldiers to im- 
press him ofany real danger. He believed 
the disturbance of the night before had all 
subsided, and that the troops no longer man- 
ifested a mutinous spirit. He denied that he 
said he could not keep the men at the post 
till after 11 o’clock, because of an order of the 
War Department, but still insists he took 
measures to prevent any outbreak, and, had 
the Sheriff made any resistance whatever, he 
would have been there with a company to as- 
sist, and would have saved Hunt from lynch- 
ing. He blames the Sheriff for having been 
bluffed out. 

Col. Compton was subjected to severe 
cross-examination, which he stood manfully 
for several hours, when at last he broke down 
and his eyes filled with tears. He said it was 
all due to his non-commissioned officers. He 
Dewalled the confidence he had placed in 
them, he had trusted them and found 
them unfaithful. Had they done their duty 
the lynching would not have occurred. He 
thought he had such perfect discipline, and 
after his lecture the night before he thought 
no further violence would take place.

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NEITHER MAN HURT 


Corbett ‘and Jackson Fight Sixty-One 
Vndecisive Rounds. 


REFEREE HIRAM COOK DECLARES THE 
BATTLE “NO CONTEST.” 


The Pugilists Will Probably Be Given Lit- 
tle More Than Their Training Expenses 
~The Men Interviewed—Both Declare 
They Did Not Want to Take Any 
Chances—A Scientific Battle. 


SAN FRANCISCO, Cal., May 22.—The Corbett- 
Jackson fight last night resulted most unsat- 
isfactorily. Referee Cook’s decision of ‘‘no 
contest, which was given at the end of the 
sixty-first round after the men had been in 
the ring four hours and three minutes, Is gen- 
erally accepted as equivalent to a draw. 
Both men were then so weak it was plain to 
every one that they could not be expected to 
strike an effective blow if they remained in 
the ring till daylight. The first half 
of the fight was the most 
scientific contest ever seen on the 
Pacific Coast, but the last thirty rounds were 
simply a walk around. After fighting two 
, the honors were about evenly divided, 
though if there was any advantage, it was in 
Jackson's favor. Then Corbett rallied. For 
two rounds ne pounded Jackson and had him 
greatiy distressed, but the San Francisco man 
played himself out in that effort, and with 
the of occasional rallies, there was 
nothing done by either man during the next 
two hours: In the last few rounds Jackson 
staggered around the ring, and Corbett was 
in bat little better condition. Both the men 
were cheered at the conclusion of 


the ight. 
THE MEN INTERVIEWED. 

Jackson and Corbett were seen in their 
dressing rooms after the fight. ‘‘I dian't 
propose to take any chances, said Jackson, 
and I suppose Corbett thought the same 
way. I triid to protect my friends who bet 
their money on me.’’ 

Corbett salad the fighting for thirty rounds 
was very hard and had tired both men out. 
**I Was the short-end man,“ said he, and 
it was Jackson's place to whip 
me when he could, I was there in 
the ring to be whipped if Jackson could do 
it. Init him every time ho hit me. I was not 
going to take any chance by forcing the 
fight in the condition we were in. Ihadmy — 
friends to look after.’’ 

immense amount of money was 
wagered and Corbett’s friends won con- 
siderable on the duration of the fight, as 
Jackson's backers bet a good deal that Cor- 
bett would be knocked out in twenty rounds. 
The Will no doubt be remuner. 
ated in some way, but from the fact that the 
decision was no contest, they will proba- 
biy not receive much more than their train- 
ing expenses call for. Neither man showed 


for a purge of $10,000, of which $1,500 was to 
go tothe loser. Jackson continued to rule 
favorite in the betting at odds of % to 6%, 
and even2tol when the men entered the 
ring. The hall was packed to its utmost 
capacity when the battle commenced at 9 , 
and in the gathering were many of the lead- 
ing citizens of San Francisco. Jackson 
weighed 197 pounds and Corbett 1, so it was 
said, though many claimed the difference 
between them was even greater.

The two vestrymen are Capt. 
Issac M. Mason, President of the Anchor 
Line of steamers, and Mr, Hugh Rogers, Vice- 
president of the United Elevator Co. Capt. 
Mason had been in the vestry of St. 
george’s Church for the past twenty-eight 
years, and Mr. Rogers was the chairman 
of the Insurance Committee, which has just 
settied the fire losses of the church. It can 
easily De realized that only a most serious 
disagreement as to the future of the charch 
could have forced their resignations, as both 
were enthusiastic and loyalinall work per- 
taining to the interests of the church. The 
reasons attributed by other members of St. 
George’s for the resignations hinge upon 
action recently taken by the rector, Rev. R. 
A. Holland. The two vestrymen are eK 
tremely reluctant to discuss the matter at 


all. 
DR. HOLLAND'S THREAT. 

It will be remembered that following the 
destruction of St. George's Church by fire 
several months ago Dr. Holland announced 
that the occurrence, while a misfortune in 
itself, yet offered opportunity for the re- 
moval ot the church to some more desirable 
quarter ofthecity. He was quite emphatic 
in his advocacy of the change of location, 
stating in substance that the church had for 
some years been losing its strength and infiu- 
ence because its supporters were moving 
eway from it further westward, and that it 
was a matter of necessity for the church 
self to follow its parishioners. He closed 
his statement by the positive declaration 
that unless the congregation decided to 
ebandon the present location and move 
westward, he, Dr. Holland, would tender his 
resignation as rector of St. George's. 

Back of this sudden stroke to force the 
move there was a complication in the church 
which required some diplomatic band

“ety, a corporation holding the stock 
issued to pay for the church bunt on Beau- 
mont and Chestnut streets, had in its charter 
e provision forbidding the abandonment of 
that location unless authorized by a four- 
éfths vote of the society.

Dr. Hollanda’s firm stand, asking the church 
toelther decide upon the move or to accept 
nis resignation instanter, was calculated to 
force matters between himself and Mr.

ENORMOUSLY HIGH SPEED 


THE ELECTRIC MOTOR AS APPLIED TO 
RAILROADING. 


A Test That Shows One Hundred and 
Fifty Miles an Hour to Be by No 


Four years ago, and again about one year 
ago, the news was published that a series of 
experiments was about to be made at Laurel, 
Md., to show the power of the electric motor 
to develop speeds that had heretofore existed 
only in the imagination. The idea was that 
of Mr. David G. Weems, who, though not an 
engineer, was convinced that transportation 
of passengers and parcels could be made by 
this means at a rate of 120 miles an hour. This 
was the first practical effort ever made to 
double railway speeds. 

The results of the experiments that grew 
out of Mr. Weems’ experiments at Laurel 
were kept profundly secret fora long time, 
and they were not made public until, at are- 
cent meeting of the American Institute of 
Electrical Engineers, they formed the subject 
ofa very interesting paper by Mr. O. T. 
Crosby of the Sprague Electric Rallway 4 
Motor Co., who witnessed and took an active 

rt in the subsequent experiments, says 
he New York Times. 

Having induced a number of men to sub- 
scribe money for the venture,Mr. Weems laid 
acircular track at Laurel two miles in cir- 
cumference, with a twenty-eight inch | gauge.

That they have most efficiently and faith - 
fully discharged their official duties, he 
does not deny. Nor can he doubt that a 
large majority of the people and of the 
Council believe that the retention of these 
two officials is for the good of the public 
service.

The King’s highway is the only thor- 
oughfare that directly connects the two 
great parks of the city. Itis the unfin- 
ished link in the splendid drive through 
Lindell avenue, Forest Park, the King’s 
highway, Tower Grove Park and Grand 
avenue. In the general improvement of 
the city for the throngs who will visit it as 
part of their trip to the World’s Fair the 
construction of this roadway into a fine 
boulevard is of decided importance. 

The essential part of this desirable im- 
provement is the building of a bridge over 
the railroad tracks in the Mill Creek Val- 
ley. Unless work upon this bridge is com- 
menced at an early date it will be im- 
possible to have it completed in time. In 
order to assure the completion before the 
festivities of 1898 this work should begin 
at once. 

The city authorities seem to be awake to 
the importance of the improvement, but 
an obstacie may arise from the difficulty of 
finding the money for it. The point, 
therefore, which we desire to impress upon 
the authorities is that in view of the 
urgency of a prompt beginning it would be 
better to leave some other work undone 
than to take risks with regard to this 
bridge. We believe that Comptroller 
Stevenson and Street Commissioner Mur- 
phy, if they put their heads together, can, 
with the aid of the Municipal Assemby, 
overcome all difficulties.

Text of the Document as Read at the Con- 
vention To-Day—Reasons Advanced 
for Won-Action Now—Moderator’s 
Address—Rev. Heber Newton to Bishop

DEerTrRotrtT, Mich., May 22.—After the Presby- 
terian General Assmbily had been called to 
order at the afternoon session yesterday Rev.

It was decided that the report of the Com- 
mittee on Revision of the Confession of Faith 
should be made the special business for to- 
day at 10 a. m. 

At 9 o’clock this morning the assembly re- 
sumed its session. After a session of prayer 
and conference led by Rev. Dr. S. C. Logan of 
Scranton, Pa., the minutes were read and the 
standing committees were announced. The 
clerk read the Ust of the presbyteries that 
have assented to the proposed change in the 
methods of amendment of the standard. 
Ninety-one voted aye, seven no, six refused 
to report and fourteen have not reported. 

A committee of three ministers and two 
elders were appointed to canvass these re- 
turns. The Stated clerk read a statement as 
to the the overture on deaconesses, and a 
committee was also appointed to canvass 
these returns. 

THE CONFESSION OF FAITH. 

The report of the Committe on Revision of 
the Confession of Faith was read by the chair 
man, Rev. Wm. C. Roberts, D. D., President 
ofthe Lake Forest University. He said in 
introduction that the copy from which he 
was reading was the only correct one, and 
that he regretted that by some means some 
of the datly papers had got hold of and pub- 
lished one of the partially incorrect copies 
which were distributed to the assembly. 

The following abstract contains every. 
thing of importance in this important and 
eagerly expected report which it was de. 
lieved will be the most engrossing subject 
that will come Defore this session of the as. 
sembly. 

Following is the abstract of the changes 
recommended by the Committee on Revision: 
In chapter 1. of the Holy Scripture, sec. 5, are 
Inserted the words ‘‘and the truthfulness of 
the history, the faithful witness of prophecy 
and miracie’’ are inserted as among the 
arguments for the inspiration of the 
scripture. Chapter i., of God's eternal 
decree has secs.1 and 2 unchanged an 
secs. 8 and (stricken out. 

Sec. 5, which isthe portion of tne present 
confession relating to foreordination, be- 
comes sec. 8,and is ammended to read as 
follows: 

God, before the foundation of the world was 
laid, according to his eternal and tmmutable 
purpose and the secret counsel and 
good pleasure of his will hath predes- 
tined some of mankind into ite and 
hath particularly and unchangeably chosen 
them in Christ unto everlasting glory, out of 
his mere free grace and love, without any 
foresight or faith, or good works or persever- 
ance in either of them, or any other thing in 
the creature, as conditions or causes moving 
him thereunto; and to the praise of his glori- 
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faith, of good works and of religious worship 
receive only verbal chan ‘ 
In the 1 lawful oaths 
‘*popish monastic vows’’ are described sim- 
ply as ‘‘monastic vows. Similar changes 
with regard tothe term papist are made in 
the cha on marriage and divorce and the 
Rome ceases, in the revision, to be 


redeemed, and are regenerated by the 
Spirit. And anentirely new clause is the 
following: Chapter xxv., sec. 6, There is no 
other head of the church but the Lord Jesus 
Christ, and the claim of the Pope of Rome to 
be the Vicar of Christ and the head of the 
church universal is without warrant in Scrip- 
ture or in fact. And is usurpation dishonor- 
ing to the Lord Jesus Christ. 
THE QUESTION SHELVED. 

After the reading of the report it was 
moved that the report be sent down to the 
presbyteries as recommended by the com- 
mittee. It was moved by Dr.

the Stated Clerk is be directed to print 
the same under the supervision of the com- 
mittee and send it down to the presbyteries 
in accordance with its recommendations and 
the committee continued to make final report 
to the next assembly. Dr. Joseph T. Smith 
seconded the motion. One conservative 
elder, who said that fifty years 
ago he went through the old 
debates between the old and new schools, 
remarked that the confession of faith was an 
anvil that had worn out every hammer that 
had pounded it. The mischief had always 
been started by the ministers not by the 
elders. 

Rev. Dr. Patton of the Revision Committee 
supported the resolution. He would have 
preferred on strictly technical grounds that 
the report be recommitted and they be di- 
rected to send it down to the presbyteries, 
rather than forthe assembly to itself send it 
down, because some might misunderstand 
that act as implying some degree of indorse- 
ment of the recommendations of the report. 
He did not wish to speak on the merits of the 
question now for anyone Dut himself. The 
sessions of the committee were harmonious, 
although very free in urging vos that were 
more or less antagonistic. ‘‘I think 
with the changes proposed in the 
report the essence of Calvinism is wholly 
preserved. We did not mean to decalvanize 
and we did not. Every one who expected 
anything of that sort will be disappointed— 
to his satisfaction or dissatisfactfon as the 
case may be. We want the assembly to con- 
tinue the committee that it may get 
the benefit of the criticisms of 
the presbyteries, and also think more at 
length about some mooted points before 
making a nal report. Some who might, if it 
had been a final report, have felt constrained 
to makea minority report, have not done so 
upon some points. We were not unanimous, 
although harmonious. We want to see how 
the church views the proposed changes 
and the proposed methods of 
making changes before deciding to stand out 
for anything that does not appear in the re- 
port. We want the report to be criticised 
without any restraint from a misapprehen- 
sion of unanimity in the sessions of the com- 
mittee.’’The motion was unanimously adopt 
ed, andthe great debate was over for this 
year as far as the general assembly is con- 
cerned. 


Rev. Dr. Johnson. Herrick of McCormick 
Seminary, Chairman of the Committee on 
Unemployed Misisters, reported a plan to 
bring unemployed ministers and vacant 
churches together. He advocated a scheme 
to remedy the aniversally deplored evils of 
the existing state of things which would de- 
pend upon Tresbyterian action for its prac- 
tical workisg with a permanent, paid Cor- 
responding secretary for the whole church.

THE JURY CENSUS. 


The Canvass of the New Territory of the 
City Nearly Finished. 

Jury Commissioner Mansfield’s canvassers 
are making good progress and by the close of 
the week the new territory of the city added 
by the adoption of the Scheme and Charter, 
will have been covered if Mr. Mansfield’s ex- 
pectations are realized. This portion of the 
city has already been canvassed with the ex- 
ception of a thinly-settled tract of ground 
north ofthe Fair Grounds and west of the 
cemeteries. The canvassers have so far 
been well received and in only one instance 
was the information asked for refused, and 
then only fora minute or two. The gentle- 
man was shown a copy of the law under 
which the jury census was being taken, and 
with the remark that it would be folly 
for him to fight the law, he gave 
his name, age, nationality, residence, 
occupation and place of business and all other 
information desired of him. In many in- 
stances the man whose census is wanted is 
not at home, and then the information is ob- 
tained from the lady of the house or some 
other member of the family. Some of the 
canvassers have bicycles, and are thus able 
to get over a great deal more ground in a day 
than they could do as pedestrians, as the res- 
idencesin their district are farapart. Mr. 
Mansfield’s maps of the city do not show the 
number of houses in the different districts he 
has divided the city into, and it happened 
that the canvasser of one district couldn’t 
find a single house in his territory. The dis- 
tricts are made small purposely, and as oon 
as a canvasser finishes One district he is given 
another. 


Big Live Stock Suit. 

The suit of the National Bank of Commerce 
of Kansas City against Nelson Morris & Co. 
for $17,000 is on trial in Judge Valliant’s court 
to-day. The bank became the owner of a 
promissory note drawn by B.A. Webber of 
Stafford County, Kan.,and W. D. Wilson of 
Edwards County, Kan., tothe order of J. A.

THE SWELLING OF THE BODY AFTER 
' DEATH AROUSES SUSPICION. 


Found on Mis Person to Be F. W. Schuer- 
he Coroner’s Jury Finds That the 
Tribune Killing Was Done in Self-De- 
fense.

‘aged man attired in the greasy garb of 
a mechanic, stepped on board and took his 
seat in the coach. The trainmen and other 
passengers noticed that the stranger 


sick. 

Shortly after getting on board he paid hi 
fare to F ana Grove Station. When that 
point was reached the man fell from his seat 
to the floor of the coach, and when ed up 
was found to be unconscious, The trainmen 

iim in the Union Depot and sent 
him inthe patrol wagon to the City Dis- 
pensary. When the wagon left the depot the 
stranger still breathing, but was dead 
when examined by Dr. Steinmetz at the Dis- 
pensary. The remains were at once for- 
warded to the morgue. 

A search of his person by Morgue Superin- 
tendent Egan brought to light a number of 
papers, from which it has been assumed that 
the deceated was F. W. Schuerer, a machin- 
ist 80 years, living at 61 Michi- 
gan avenue, Carondelet. His coat 
pockets were filled with freshly gathered 
mint.. Shortly afterdeath the body began to 
swell, thus giving rise tothe suspicion that 
death had been caused by the action of some 
poison. The police authorities are making a 
thorough investigation of the case. 


Dugan Acquitted. 

Coroner Irwin this morning held an inquest 
in the case of Henry Tribune, the negro 
killed on Meramec street and California ave- 
nue at a late hour Wednesday night. Tribune 
was a prisoner at the Work-house while 
Thos. P. Dugan was engineer at the institu- 
tion. There were no witnesses to the shoot- 
ing. Dugan’s statement was as follows: 

et was about II o’clock Wednesday night 
that I was on board an electric Car, 
going to my home at nl Gasconade 
street. At California avenue and Gravois 
road the negro Tribune boarded the 
car. I ~- Knew that he was a 
prisoner at the Work-house, but as he 
was a trusty, I thought he might have been 


out on an errand. Then I noticed that he. 


was under the influence of liquor. At Mera 
mec street he got off and I followed. Across 
the street I told him he had better be going 
back to the ‘works.’ He started to and I 
staid right behind him. After going 
half a block he put his hand in his pocket, 
threw his hat on the ground and announced 
that he would fight before he would. go 
another step. As he turned I hit him with 
my umbrella, thinking he had drawn a 
knife. He came for me again, and I broke 
the umbrella on his head. Two men 

on the other side of the street, 


hurried away. We were then having a hard 
fight, and I got out my revolver. I was club 
bing the negroon the head with the weapon 
when it was in some way discharged and he 
fell. I ran to the Work-house and reported 
the affair and then surrendered myself at 
the Fifth District Sub-Station on Virginia 
avenue.’’ 

On the strength of the testimony sub- 
mitted, the jury decided that the case was 
one of self-defense, and returned a verdict 
finding that Dugan had shot the negro in 
lawful defense of his person.

ENGLISH LUTHERAN CONFERENCE. 


The Entire Forenoon Spent in Discussing 
the Thesis. 


The third day’s session of the English 
Evangelical Lutheran conference was held at 
Grace Church, beginning at 9 o’clock this 
morning, President Kuegele in the chair. 
Rev. Kuegele has been appointed visitor for 
the Eastern District,and Rev. Fred Adams to 
the same position for the Eastern District. 
Thess gentlemen are empowered to investi- 
gate controversies that may arise in the con- 
gregations. Rev. W. M. Dollman of Balti- 
more was appointed editor of the Witness, the 
official organ of the Lutheran Church in this 
city, vice Rev. A. Frank of Zanesville, O., re- 
signed. 

The reading and acting upon the thesis was 
taken up immediately after the completion 
of the reading of the minutes. There was 
some wrangling as to whjch thesis preceded 
in right of action, the third or fourth, the 
former having been laid over during discus- 
sion . yesterday. Finally the third 
thesis, which declares that the prin- 
Ciples of the church are true was 
adopted upon motion of President 
Kuegele, who vacated the chair during the 
discussion forthe purpose of taking part. 
The fourth thesis, setting forth the fact that 
| Lutherans do not believe in transubstantia- 
— was, submitted and explained by Rev. 

He said that the teaching that the 
— Christ is present in the bread and 
wine of the eucharist is impossible of explan- 
ation. President Kuegele made a long ex- 
planation of the doctrine as believed and 
taught by Lutherans. Rev. A. 8. Bartholo- 
mew also discussed the issue. He said that 
it was not for human to know how God gives 
His body and blood to his people. Rev. Os- 
car Kaiser of Buffalo, N. T., desired it to be 
understood that the Lutherans do not teach 
that thejbody and blood of Christ is present by 
the consecration of the euchrist alone.

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CHAIRMAN FINLEY’S VISIT TO ST. Y's VISIT TO 8T. LOUIS. 


Trying to Effect a Settlement of the 
Trouble Over a Cut in Rates. 


The presence in the city of W. W. Finley of 
Chicago, Chairman of the Western Passenger 
Association, has given rise to the rumor that 
his visit was with a view of effecting a settle - 
ment of the vexed queston regarding the 
rates between Kansas City and st. Louis and 
St. Louis and Chicago, East. Chairman Fin- 
ley, according to the views expressed in rall- 
road circles, has gotten himself into a posi- 
tion from which grave difficulties encounter 
him whichever heturns. Some advance the 
opinion that the Western Passenger Associa- 
tion is in great danger of being disrupted, 
The trouble is consequent upon the culmina- 
tion of the recent passenger rate differences 
which resulted in the boycott of the Chicago 
& Alton road by the other through lines. Tne 
Chicago & Alton road now seems to hold 
the key to the situation and to be in a fair 
way of getting back on the other roads. 

The trouble began by the abuse ofa priv- 
flege by ticket agents and an attempt to 
remedy it. It had been the custom of foreign 
roads to pay a commission to agents of other 
lines on tickets sold over the foreign road. 
These premiums were not uniform, and the 
agents were found to be discriminating in 
favor of the roads paying the largest per- 


centage. To remedy the evil it 
was proposed to discontinue the pay- 
ing of commissions to ticket agents. 


The Chicago & Alton road refused to accede 
to the proposition, and was boycotted by the 
other lines. Rates had been reduced between 
St. Louis and Chicago and Kansas City and 
Chicago in consequence of the Jacksonville 
road cutting its rates. The difficulty having 
been settled an order was issued by Chair- 
man Finley to resume the standard rates. 
The Chicago & Alton refused to obey the 
Chairman’s order to raise rates. The com- 
peting roads could not raise their rates, and 
all were placed in the position of refusing to 
obey the chairman’s order. 

Chairman Finley’s recourse is to impose 
fines on the offending roads. Under the rules 
of the association no discrimination can be 
made against the Chicago & Alton road, al- 
though it is held responsible for the trouble. 
The Chicago & Alton road takes the position 
that Chairman Finley has exceeded his power 
in ordering a raise of rates without consult- 
ing the roads affiliated with the association. 
It has also expressed an intention of refusing 
to pay any fine which may be imposed. 
Should Chairman Finley fine the Chicago & 
Alton and it refuse to pay, he would 
have no recourse but by an action 
at law which might be decided against him. 
It he lets the whole matter drop, as some 
suggest would be the wisest course to pursue, 
it would be a virtual confession of error on his 
part. The precedent would also be a danger- 
ous one, as it would be a con- 
fession of weakness on the part of 
the association to control its members. 
should the Chairman vanquish the 
Chicago & Alton in the courts the road could 
demand that similar measures be executed 
with regard to the other roads, and a

It was a sorry day when the town of Kirk- 
wood broke its friendly relations with Miss 
Anna Sneed Cairns, keeper of a young ladies’ 
boarding school in the little village, for all 
the troubles of the city and those 
now about to come can be 
traced to that deplorable separation, 
the particulars of whichare known tothe 
reading public. Miss Cairns’ school was 
quite an addition tothe attractions of Kirk- 
wood and the villagers pointed tothe big 
white seminary witn pride. The improve- 
ment fever seized the Town Board, and 
during the heated spell last year 
while ‘‘sanitation’’ was the topic under 
general discussion it was discovered that 
Miss Cairns had no sewer connection on her 
property and that the waste water from her 
premises flowed into the street. The board 
decided this would not do and Miss Cairns 
was called upon to suppress the 
nuisance and go to the expense 
of building a sewer. She refused to 
do so. The board summoned her into court. 
She fought the case and lost it. She then ap- 
pealed to the St. Louis Court of Appeals and 
again lost. This took many months’ time 
and with each succeeding month the bitter- 
ness of feeling between the villagers and the 
keeper of the boarding school grew 
more intense. Defeated in the 
courts Miss Cairns sought a way 
to settle her score with the board and peo- 

le. 

4 PREPARING FOR THE INVASION. 

The wealthy and respectable element of the 
colored population here suddenly recognized 
the need ofa manual training school for 
boys about the time Miss Cairns and 
the Kirkwood folks were at the height of 
their tempers. They asked Miss Cairns if she 
intended to carry on the boarding school just 
after she had dismissed all her young lady 
pupils and had decided to forever shake the 
dust of Kirkwood from her Teet. 
She said she wanted to sell, and Mr. 
Bridgewater, father of the Manual Training 
Schools said he wanted to buy, Kirkwood was 
shaken to its social center and appalled when 
afew days later the deed transferring the 
property to Mr. Bridgewater was filed. 
Again the board sad: This will never, 
never do, and immediately filed an in- 
junction suit to keep the negroes away 
from the village. The attempt failed. When 
the corporation applied for letters of organi- 
gation at Jefferson City, it met the board 
there still fighting. The letters were granted 
and all overtures on the part of the citizens 
to buy the place at double the price paid for 
it were respectfully waved away. 
Carpenters were put to work, 
plumbers were employed, the 
sewer connection was made and now allis in 
readiness for the grand opening day when 
the drums will beat and trumpets bray. It 
is to be the social event of the year in elite 
colored circles. The leading societies of 
uniform, rank and other organiza- 
tions will take part in the ceremonies. 
Hundreds will attend and special trains will 
be run between this city and Kirkwood, to 
say nothing of the long stream of vehicles 
which will convey the crowds to the town 
over the well ballasted Clayton and Man- 
chester roads. 

MERELY A PRECAUTION. 

Mr. H. A. Hyatt, a member of the Town 
Board, was asked this morning if he and the 
other members anticipated any trouble when 
the colored people held their picnic or festi- 
val next Monday. 

We don’t care to say that we expect 
trouble, but merely want police protection in 
case there should be trouble, Mr. Hyatt 
replied. ‘‘The men will be in town here on 
that day and our wives and children will be 
alone. If there should be some 
few in the gathering who become ob- 
jectionabie to the people and try to 
create a disturbance we want officers on 
hand who will take care of them. We do not 
want an armed force of police, but we want 
more than one officer. The colored people 
will not be disturbed by the white residents, 
and no attempt will be made to prevent the 
picnic taking place. 

THEY WILL MAKE NO TROUBLE. 

William Curtis isa member of the Commit 
tee on Arrangements for the picnic and will 
handle the crowds on the train and at the 
depot. 

There will be no disturbance if the white 
folks do not make it, he said this morning. 
The best class of the colored 
people in this city are going. 
The crowd of 1,500 or 2,000 will be made up of 
the ministers, their wives and children, the 
teachers in our public schools and their 
friends, employing barbers, their wives and 
children, railroad employes and their wives 
and othersof that class, but notoughs nor 
rowdies. I am to de stationed at 
the depot and have the authority fto 
keep all objectionable characters 
of the train and off the picnic grounds. We 
will keep inside our Own grounds and no one 
willfind cause te complain of what we do. 
We will have games, dancing, singing, music 
and refreshments, show the visitors the 
schooland grounds and havea quiet, jolly 
Ulme. 

THE POLICE WILL BE THERE. 

Mayor Noonan said in regard to the letter 
from the Kirkwood Board asking for police to 
be detailed there on the day of the colored 
seminary barbecue, that he would recom- 
mend that a detail of police be sent out there |

AN ENCOURAGING OUTLOOK. 


Unprecedented Foreign Demand for St. 
Louis Corn. 


The grain shippers of St. Louis are in ex- 
cellent spirits overthe prospect of the for- 
eign business for the coming summer. A 
great wheat crop is assured, and at present 
the corn exporters are watching the weather 
reports with far more than usual interest, as 
with a large corn crop it gs believed that new 
avenues of trade can be opened which will 
become permanent. For years corn factors 
have been striving to introduce the use of 
this staple into Europe, but until within the 
last two years their efforts have met with 
little success. During the period named 
there has been a marked increase in 
the demand from Southern Europe and 
Germany, and while the shipments have 
fallen short of what was desired, the fact 
has been evident that the strange prejudice 
that has existed against American corn as a 
food product was being dissipated. Export- 
ers consider the conditions of the present 
year to be the most favorable that have ever 
existed for the extension of the European 
corn trade of 8t. Louis, and for opening a 
market that willreadily absorb the overplus 
of years of plenty, and prevent the glutting 
of the market from which the farmers have 
frequently suffered inthe past. The short- 
age in the wheat crop of Europe, 
especially in that of France, Spain 
and Italy, not only has assured an unusu- 
ally large export demand for wheat, but has 
also opened a door by which American corn 
can enter Europe in amounts hitherto un- 
precedented. The consumers will be obliged 
to pay much more for their breadstuffs than 
the ordinary rate and with the poorly paid 
labor of Europe this is a most important 
factor. In anticipation of the demand for 
cheap food materials the French provision 
dealers have been making inquiries as to 
the prospects of American shippers being 
able to place corn on the market at 
a low price. A number of letters 
have been revived in this city, ordering large 
quantities if the grain can be delivered at 
certain rates, and the encouraging feature of 
this demand is the fact that it comes from 
quarters where there have never been any call 
forcorn. Much depends upon the price at 
which it can be delivered. With a short crop 
the difference in price between wheat, flour 
and corn meal will not be sufficiently great to 
overcome the prejudice against the latter, 
but with a heavy crop those most familiar 
with the situation assert that the 
European purchases will be from 
ten to fifteen times greater than 
ever before, and that a foothold will be 
gained, which is all that is required. St Louis 
will gain far more by thistrade than any 
other city, as the route by river to New Or- 
leans and thence by steamer to France, Spain 
and Italy is acknowledged to be the best 
tor so bulky a commodity. Already con- 
tracts have been entered into for transporta- 
tion, and unless some disaster occurs to the 
growing crop the shipments from this city 
will far exceed those of any previous year.

This information the men brought 
out to the company. To stop 
this the Dwyers yesterday refused to let any- 
body leave the grounds from the time they 
entered until the races were over. The 
Western Union company had men inside the 
track getting the desired information. Slips 
of paper containing the informa - 
tion were placed inside hollow 
wooden balis similar to those used 
in the cash railways in dry goods stores and 
thrown over the fence where Western Union 
employes on the other side got them. Pink- 
erton had a lot of men on the grounds 
and arrested several parties for doing 
this, cialming that people were being tnjurea 
by the practices. Asa resultof the trouble 
the pool rooms in K. Louis and al 
over the country experienced trouble 
in getting information, and in some 
races horses were bet on who did not start. 
If the matter is not adjusted fit will proDably 
stop betting on the races in all pool-rooMs as
